Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  First  Session  of  the 
United  Parliament  of  Canada,  4th  &  5th  Victoria,  Chap.  10, 
Sec.  39,  The  District  Councils  to  be  formed  in  that  part  of 
the  Province  which  formerly  constitute.,  the  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  are  authorized,  among  other  things,  to  de- 
termine the  amount  of  salaries  to  be  paid  to  certain  District 

Otlicers» 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  the 
several  District  Officers  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  paid  their 
respective  salaries  according  to  the  following  scale,  that  is  tc

,  monies  disbursed  in  the  completion  and  repairs  of  the  C'ouri 
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House  and  (iao!,  and  one  pound  five  sliillings  per  dicni,  whilst 
employed  by  the  District  on  (»tlier  works. 
^  Tlie  Clerk  ;w^o  tern,  iu  mamc  twelve  poiimis  ten  shillfWji 
for  his  services,  until  such  time  as  a  Clerk  sliall  be  appuintei) 
by  the  Governor-General,  taking  it  for  granted  that  such 
time  shall  not  exceed  two  months. 

The  Clerk  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  receive 
thirty-five  pounds  per  annum. 

The  Auditors  to  receive  ten  pounds  each  per  annum. 

The  High  Constable  to  receive  seven  shillings  and  six 
pence  per  diem,  whilst  in  attendance  on  the  Council. 

The  Gaoler  to  receive  seven  shillings  and  six  pence  per 
diem,  whilst  in  attendance  on  the  Council. 

All  other  Constables  to  receive  five  shillings  each  per 
diem,  whilst  in  attendance  on  the  Council 

Township  Clerks  to  receive  each,  six  pounds  per  annum. 

Assessors  and  Colleclors  to  receive  per  centa"*e,  as  c 
pressed  in  the  16th  &  18th  Clauses  1st  Victoria  Chap.  21.

Whereas  by  an  Act  passsed  during  the  first  Session  of  the 
United  Legislature,  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  better  internal  government  of  that  part 
of  this  Province  which  formerly  constituted  the  Province  of 
Upper  Canada,  by  the  establishment  of  Local  or  Municipal 
Authorities  therein :''  power  and  authority  is,  amongst  other 
things,  given  to  the  District  Councils  in  the  several  Districts 
fo  make  a  Bv-Law,  "  for  the  making,  mending  and  improv-

ing  of  an>  new,  or  existing  road,  street,  or  o'lur  convenient 
communication  within  the  limits  of  the  Diaitrict,  or  for  the 
stopping  up,  altering,  or  diverting  of  any  road,  street,  or 
conmmnication  within  the  limits  thereof;**  And  whereas  it 
is  expedient  and  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  the  public 
highways  in  this  District,  and  for  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  tho  inhahitants  thereof,  that  side-ioads  or  walks  tihoulil  lie 
constructed  along  the  roads  and  streets,  in  the  several  Towns 
and  Townships  in  this  District,  and  that  the  Mame  should  be 
rendered  as  convenient  as  the  same  can  be : — 

Ee  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  District  Council  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Brock,  that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  inliabitants  residing 
in  any  of  the  Townships  or  'J'ow  ns,  in  this  District,  to  con- 
struct and  make  a  side-walk,  or  foot-path,  for  footpassen- 
gers,  of  the  width  of  six  feet,  extending  from  the  edge  of  the 
lot  or  lots,  or  part  or  parts  of  !ots,  owned  by  any  of  the  said 
inhabitants,  into  the  said  road  or  street ;  and  also  shall  and 
may  plant  any  tree  or  trees,  on  the  outer  edge,  and  adjoining 
thereto,  of  the  said  side- walk  or  foot-path* 

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  cut,  in- 
jure or  destroy  any  of  the  said  paths  or  trees  so  planted,  and 
made  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  oifence,  any  sum  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one 
pound  nor  less  than  five  shillings,  to  be  recovered  before  any 
of  her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  acting  in  and  for  the 
said  District,  on  the  complaint  of  the  overseer,  of  that  part 
of  the  highway  in  which  the  said  side-walk  or  foot-path  is 
situated,  or  the  said  tree  or  trees  are  growing,  or  on  the 
complaint  of  any  other  person :  And  that  such  penalty  shall 
be  recovered  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  party  or  parties  so  offending :  And  that  the  said  pen- 
alty shall  benaid  into  the  public  Treasury,  of  the  said  Dis- 
trict, to  be  applied  in  the  improvement  of  the  public  high- 
ways within  the  Township  in  which  the  said  offence  is  com- 
mitted,  under  the  authority  of  the  Councillor  or  Councillors 
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any  person  or  persons  riding  or  driving  on  the  said  side- walks 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  shillings  at 
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the  discretion  of  any  Mapstrate  before  whom  the  complaint 
shall  or  may  be  made  to  be  levied  as  aforesaid.

Whereas  by  an  Act  passed  during  the  First  Session  of 
the  United  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  "  entitled 
*•  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  internal  government  of 
that  part  of  this  Province  which  formerly  constituted  the 
Provmce  of  Upper  Canada,  by  the  establishment  of  Local  or 
Municipal  Authorities  therein,  by  the  51st  si  -;tion  of  the  said 
recited  Act,  it  is  among  other  things  enacted,  "  that  all  and 
every  the  power  and  authority  which  by  any  act  or  acts  in 
force  within  that  part  of  this  province  which  formerly  con- 
stituted the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  are  now  vested  in 
the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  several  Districts,  with  re- 
gard to  high-ways  and  bridges  or  work  connected  there- 
with,** shall,  from  and  after  the  said  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  become  and  be  vested 
in  and  may  be  exercised  by.  the  D  .rict  Council  of  such  dis- 
tricts respectively  within  the  limits  thereof:'*  And  whereas 
it  is  necessary  for  the  proper  execution  of  the  power  there- 
by vested  in  the  said  Council,  and  for  the  protection  and

,,  "Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  cstHblish  a  certain  road  in 
this  District:  Therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  the  District  Coun- 
cil, of  the  District  of  Brock^  constituted  and  assembled  by 
virtue  of,  and  under  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  Provincial 
Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years 
of  the  reii^n  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Victoria,  entitled  "  An 
Act  for  the  better  internal  Government  of  that  part  of  this 
Province,  which  formerly  constituted  the  Province  of  Upper 
Canada,  by  die  establishment  of  Local  or  Municipal  Authori- 
ties tnerein. 
That  (here  shall  be  a  public  road  sixty-six  feet  in  width, 
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from  the  first  Coti.  of  Norwich,  between  lots  number  ten  and 
eleven,  thirty-three  feet  to  be  taken  from  each  side  of  the 
Hide-line,  as  marked  out  by  the  Comnussioners,  appointed  by

2i :  and,  whereas  the  sum  to  be  received  by  assessors 
under  the  said  By-Law  will  not  amount  to  as  much  as  was 
contemplated  at  the  pas::;ing  of  the  said  By-Law;  and  where- 
as it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  said 
assessors:  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Coun- 
cil, of  the  District  of  Brock,  in  session  assembled,  that  so 
much  of  the  said  By-Law  as  relates  to  assessors  be^  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that  the  assessors 
for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  for 
taking  the  assessment  for  that  year,  and  the  assessors  for  this 
and  subsequent  years,  for  taking  the  assessment  in  their  -res- 
pective Townships,  shall  receive  a  per  centage  on  the  as- 
sessed value  as  follows :  that  is  to  say— where  the  assess- 
ment at  the  rate  of  one  penny  in  the  pound  on  the  assessed 
value,  if  levied,  would  amount  to  fifty  pounds,  he  shall  re- 
ceive a  sum  of  money  equal  to  seven  pounds  for  one  hun-

ment of  that  part  of  this  Province  which  formerly  consti- 
tuted the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  by  the  establishment 
of  Local  or  Municipal  Authorities  therein,"  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  autbority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  to  assess  the  iUlovving  School  Sections,  and  they 
are  hereby  assessed  in  the  sums  and  for  the  purposes  follow- 
in?5,  that  is  to  say.  School  Section  No.  7,  in  the  Township  of

School  Section  No.  9,  in  the  Township  of  West 
Zorra,  in  the  sum  of  £100  ;  School  Section  No.  10,  in  the 
Tow^nship  ol  West  Zorra,  aforesaid,  in  the  sum  of  £50 ; 
School  Section  No.  4,  East  Zorra,  £88 ;  School  Section  No. 
9,  in  the  Township  of  East  Oxford,  the  sum  of  £30,  for 
erecting  school  houses  in  the  said  Sections ;  School  Section
